APPLICATION FOR PATENT TERM ADJUSTMENT-POST GRANT

The Examiner issued a supplemental communication dated September 19, 2007, 
acknowledging an IDS filed December 7, 2004. Applicants note that the December 7, 
% 2004, IDS was previously acknowledged in part on December 31 , 2005, and included in 
v an Office Action dated January 1 1 , 2006, and in whole on February 23, 2007, and 
included in an Office Action dated March 5, 2007. 

Since the Examiner considered the July 25, 2007, IDS on August 16, 2007, 
Applicants respectfully request that the loss of term attributable to Applicants delay from 
August 16, 2007, to September 19, 2007, be restored. 

The patent's issue date is October 23, 2007. 

Thus, the total adjustment based on PTO delay is 440 days and Applicants' delay 
of 185 days should be a patent term adjustment of 255 days total. Applicants therefore 
respectfully request that the current patent term adjustment be reconsidered.
